The Abolishmenf of the Carload Rate 
Will Cost St. Louis Halfa Million—

A railroad man who is supposed to be pretty well 
posted proposes a new objection to the dual classi- 
fication scheme of the Merchants’ Exchange Trans- 
portation Committee. The avolishment of the car 
load rate he says would give St. Louis’ jobbing 
trade a littie boost at first, but eventually it would 
damage it, he es‘imates, at least half a million 
dollars a year. The St. Louis jobber buys most of 
his supplies in New York. With the abolishment 
of the car load rate west of the Mississippi the 
merchant in the interior of the State would be able 
to buy his goods in New Yorkand pay no higher 
rate of freight on the 100 pounds than the St. 
Louis jobber pays on a car load. 
Thus he would save the profit of the 
middle man in St. Louis. As far as the time of 
delivery is concerned it would take a week longer 
to get his goods direct from the East. The mem-

The Bell Patent a Fraud. 
From the Scientific American. 

We are among those who regard the Bell patent 
as an illegal monopoly. We del eve the lower court 
through some misrepresentation of evidence or 
failure ir its presentation awarded to Beil a discov- 
ery that in truth and justice belonged to another 
mau. Philip Reis, in 1860, was the original and first 
inventor of the electric telephone; he gave the lo- 
vention to the public in several forms mauy years 
before Bell's device was made; his inventions were 
known to Bell; and now at this late day to have the 
inventions of Reis wrenched from the people and 
converted into a vast monopoly for the enrichment 
of private individuals seems like a mockery of 
justice. 

The mauner of its accomplishment is about as 
follows: In the first suit judge number one, on the 
meager evidence theu presented, concluded Reis’ 
telephone to be good for nothing and held Bell's 
patent to be valid. In the second vase judge num- 
ber two would not bear additienal evidence con- 
cerning Reis, as the subject had already been de- 
cided. In the third case judge number three de- 
clined to hear the evidence for similar reasons. In 
the fourth case judge number four reaches the 
same result; he agrees it would not be polite to the 
other judges to rule differently. Thusthe several 
judges, although only one investigation of evidence 
has been made, have Fanged themselves like so 
many fences, one behind the other; and the Bell 
people in addition to their patents. practically con- 
trol the art of transmitting speech to the ears of 
the judges of the lower courts.

Democratic Chief Justice of New Mexico, waa at 
the instance of Secretary Lamar. After it was 
known here that Judge Vineent had appointed 
Stephen W. Dorsey one of the Jury Commissioners 
the recerds of the General Land Office were pro- 
duced, and it was shown that the reports of special 
agents sent out during the past two years to investi- 
gate land frauds in New Mexieo contained frequent 
references to Dorsey. Inasmuch as the Grand 
Jury to de appointed is expected to devote 
particular attention to these frauds, Judge 
Vincente action was declared by the 
Secretary to be simply inexplicable. A. G. 
Burnham and Juan Cariils, the other appointees of 
Judge Vincent, are said to have business interests 
with Dorsey. The case investigated by the Repre- 
sentatives was that of Miguel Obeytia. According 
to the records of the Land Offic, at Santa Fe. it ap- 
peared that Miguel Obsrtia had entered a tract of 
land, lived upon it from 1877 to 1883, made im- 
provements, and thus obtained a title. The county 
records showed that a month after Obeytia proved 
up his entry and obtained full possession he trans- 
ferred the land to Stephen W. Dorsey for $500. 
The Obeytia claim is now the site of Robert G. 
Ingersoll's coliectiou of log houses. Tbe Inspect- 
ors, who made a thoron investation of this 
case, discovered that Miguel Obeytia was a myth; 
that no such person had ever lived on tract 
within the period spoken of, as sworn by men who 
had heen employed by Dorsey on The 
tract is in front of Dorsey's house, and only a 
quarter of a mile away. Not only was it estab- 
lished that the land had never been occu by 
such a man, but it was shown by affidavits that 
Miguel Obeytia was not known in tuat vicinity, 
er than this, educated Mexicans assured tue 
2 that no such man as Obeytia was known 
in thei> language. And yet Mr. Dorsey's title to the 
tract de ends upon Miguel Obeytia's deed, and the 
mythical Miguel obtained his clam by an 
residence of six years on the land, Not on 
the iuspector fai to find Miguel, bet he also tal 
tofind any of the witnesses who swore to 
Miguel's residence and improvements. They, too. 
were wholly unknown in that vicinity, Mr. 
Dorsey's own employes pieaded 1 regard- 
ing their existence. it was esiablished by the an- 
avit of the proprietor of the paper in which the 
beytia entry notice was published, to fulfill the 
legal requigginents, that only half a dozen copies of 
the paper containing this and similarly designated 
notices were printed, and that thé matter was left 
out of the regular issue of the paper by justruction, 
double price being paid for this kind of work. Tais 
is one case which was followed up and reported 
upon. Toe property thas acquired constitutes Mr. 
Dorsey's front door yard.

BOTHERED THE BIVALVES. 


The Oyster Beds on the Connecticut Shore 
of Long Island Sound Damaged by Storm. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disp4tcn. 

Bripegport, Coxx., October 10. There is much 
consternation among oyster growers in this vicinity 
on account ot the damage done to the extensive 
beds which lie off Milford, Stratford. Bridgeport, 
Black Rock, Fairfield, Southport and Norwalk. The 
beds on the Connecticut shore of Long Island 
Sound comprise many thousand acres of oyster 
farms in various stages of cultivation by individual 
owners, who have purchased the territory from 
the State. The damage toa large portion of the 
crop was caused by the severe northeast gale 


of Tuesday. Wednesday the heavy waves had 
subsided sufficiently for the various oyster oraf t to 
venture out and make a hasty examination. 
Steamers and sailing vessels were thickiy scattered 
yesterday for miles, and dredges were constantly 
at work taking up oysters. Beds located three to 
six miles off shore are not harmed, the violent 
action of the sea not reaching to the bottom. Tue 
oysters of three years’ growth have been stirred 
and shifted some. Nearer the shore the bottom 
has been covered with a thin layer of sand, which, 
where it covers oysters of ono and two years’ 
growth, will smother the bivalves and spoil the 
crop. The extent of the damage can be realized 
better when it is stated that the yie.d of so small a 
Portion as an acre amounts to 
SEVERAL THOUSAND DOLLARS. 

Beds upon whicii seed oas just been planted will 
suffer most. The seeds have been covered durin 
the last summer witu a thin coating of sbells an 
stones, and within the past two weeks oysters not 
larger than a shad scale have beeu planted on ad- 
polsing beds. Where a strata of sand, even an 
nch in depth, has drifted to these grounds, the re- 
suits will be disastrous, and the work of months 
rendered of no profit. Specimens of the Sound 
bottom taken up yesterday show the fact that 
millions of star-tish, which have proved a great 
3 to the oyster, have been killed 
by the grinding action of the oysters aud 
shelis on the bottom. Large numbers 
bave been drifted off the private oyster peds. 
Whether the star u h willfind judgment on other 
oyster beds to the westward remains to be seen. 
One oysterman. who owns more than 1,000 acres of 
ground, said yesterday that his beds had been 
damaged to the extent of 75.000, aud he believed 
other growers lost as neaviiy. e had been ben- 
efited by the removal of ster-fish, perhaps 38500 on 
his twenty beds. The growers keep steamers con- 
stauty at work removing oysters from one bed to 
another to evade tue ravages of the star-fish. When 
the oysters are taken up by the dredges all the 
star-fish captured are picked out and placed in 
large tubs. ‘The oysters are then taken to another 
section of land and deposited where tere are less 
oftheenemy. At the cose of the day's wor 
steam from the boiler is turned on the star-fish to 
kill them, and then they are thrown overboard. If 
five bushels of star-fish are destroyed by a steamer 
in a day, the oyster farmers consider the time weil 
spent. Morethan fifty small steamérs are here 
engaged in taking up the bivalves for market. The 
oysters are marketable when four years old.
